Atheists as Witnesses in Coart 
From the New York Times. 
The Maryland Court of Appeals has just 
been considering the question whether 
person is disqualified as a withers because 
he doe9 not believe in the existence ut the 
Deity. The objection had been raised in 
the lower court that a witner9 was locom 
petent to testify because he “did not believe 
in God, and that under His dispensation, 
he, the said witnc~i, would be morally 
accountable for h ’s action, and be re­ 
warded or punished therefor, either in this 
world or the 
world 
to come." The 
offer was ako made to prove by another 
witness that the witness objected to bad 
expressed atheistical opinions. The Judge 
asked the witness assailed whether he be­ 
lieved in God and a system of future re­ 
ward and punishment, to which the wit­ 
ness replied in the rffirm&tlve. The Judge 
then told counsel that impeaching evi­ 
dence WPS adm 'dble; but counsel refused 
to introduce it. lo the Court of Appeals 
it we4 contended that the wHoers objected 
to should not have been examined at ail.

ligious belief of wife''sees. Coke laid 
down the rule that none b it Christians 
were competent to testify. Chief J ustice 
Wiles, about a century ago, declared that 
this dextrine wns “ without foundation 
either in Scripture, reason or law,” and 
that “such infidels who believe in God aud 
that He will punish them if they swear 
falsely” are competent witnesses. Lord 
Mansfield held that persons of every creed 
might be sworn In EagEffi courts accord­ 
ing to the forms of their own religion. 
Dr. Wharton, the latest American authori­ 
ty on evidence, rays that, by the E ag Hah 
and the American common law, indepen­

an 
atheist is inadmi^ableas a witners, though 
it is sufficient it the witness believes in a 
Supreme Being who dispenses retribution 
in this life alone.

“no person shall be rendered incompetent 
to be a witness on account of his opinions 
on matters of belief."

AGAINST CUBA. 


Spanish Official** Claim to H ave P o s­ 
itiv e Inform ation o f an E xpedition 
A gainst Cuba. 
N ew York, April 4—The District At­ 
torney’s subordinates here have been kept 
busy watching the the coast of Delaware 
tor several days for an expedition said to 
be making ready against Cuba. 
This 
action was taken on information furnished 
by the Spanish authorities. 
They stated 
(hat one of their officials had represented 
himself a9 a Cuban patriot, and had en­ 
listed in a body of men which was about 
to leave the country. Between forty and 
fifty iecrults, tho the majority being mul- 
1 atone, had assembled at a small village in 
New Jersey, and were under orders to go 
to Delaware. The mao’s instructions were 
to remain with the bt iy until ho had ena­ 
bled the authorities to arrest them, but be­ 
ing over zealous. Biter the men had got on 
the tram and were on their way, as he be 
hevcd, to Lewes, he jumped off at a way 
station, and came lo this city. 
Whether 
the fact of his desertion alarmed the com 
(Danders of the exp* litton is not known, 
but it is believed that his premature action 
made them fear exposure, and possible 
capture, 
if 
they 
proceeded 
to 
the 
destination 
originally 
in­ 
tended. It is surmised by the Spanish 
authorities that, fearing treachery, the 
Cubans abandoned Lewes at their point 
of embarkation, and that instead of going 
there they proceeded further south. More 
spinal instructions were at once issued by 
the United Stat is officials along the coast, 
aud for the lft*t three days close watch has 
been kept at all points on the seaboard 
where the expedition might embark, but 
without Uncovering any trace of a Qlibus- 
tenog party. The 
Spanish authorities 
claim to have full particulars es to tho 
expedition, and they explained the failure 
of the United Stales officers to find men 
by the theory that the party had already 
escaped from the shores of the country. 
They profess to believe that men have 
been taken on board a West India steamer 
and that they will be dropped on the eoutb 
shore of Cuba while the v~sel is on her 
regular p ipage. To-day an official of the 
legation in this city intimated that It was 
the steamship Acadia. Mr, Wilson said 
that the Government would spare no plains 
to bring tho organizers of the expedition 
to punishment. The statute, he said was 
very broad, and under it, on evidence o! 
complicity in such an undertaking, con 
vicuna and punishment would rapidly 
follow. The statute imposes a penalty on 
any citizen or any person living within 
the jurisdiction of the Unit i Blat 3 who 
accepts a foreign commisuon to serve 
against any foreign country with which 
the Unite J Stat ’ are at peace. 
The per­ 
son who fcuppli I equipment for such an 
expedition is a1 0 made liable to punish­ 
ment. The active leaders in the preseat 
undertaking are said to be General Carlos 
Garcia, who is believed to be with a body 
of filibusters, and General Carlos Ruloff. 
They, however, are not men who supply 
money and origins! 1 a movement. The 
authorities ray the 
secretary of the 
organization is a wealthy Cuban who lives 
in Brooklyn. The man who purchases tho 
supplies which are n ecm ry , and attends 
to details of the expedition, has his home 
in this city, and as a means of concealing 
his real business carries on a cigar store on 
Eighth avenue. It is asserted tnat he is 
not only wealthy, but that he receives large 
sums ot money lrom per:ans who sympa­ 
thize with the cause. The officials decline 
to make the names of these men public at 
present.

and was anxious to keep the news of the 
manner of his death a secret from them. 
This seems the only remaining spark of 
manhood which was left, and that was but 
a feeble one. From private letters received 
we learn that when Porter found that the 
lynchers were really in earnest, and thai 
he was to be hung, that he told them to 
“jerk him up quick,” and “ wanted the job 
over with.” The turther particulars we 
glean from the Denver Tribune, which 
contains the following special dispatch 
(rom Alma under dale oi March 22 J : 
Alma has to-day bjen the seine of a 
double tragedy—a murder and a lynching. 
There have been of late several sbooting 
affrays in this town by rough characters, 
and the citizens have become so greatly 
enraged over them, that to-day when a 
bad character named W. J. Poller coolly 
shot down a worthy man, Thomas Carmo­ 
dy. by name, the good people of the place 
were not slow in coming to the conclusion 
that Porter should die, and when they 
once reached a occlusion were not long 
in putting their determination into execu­ 
tion. The citcumstances as far as they can 
be arrived at are as follows: 
Porter had been spreeing about the town 
for some time and had created the general 
impression that he was a bad character, 
undeserving of trust, and who was to be 
avoided upon general principles. 
This morning he went to a store and 
bought a pistol, letting drop language 
which convinced those who heard bim 
that he meant to kill hi9 partner, and thai 
he had bought the pistol for that purpose 
What was the cause of their quarrel, ii in­ 
deed they had any, does not appear. 


Be that as it may, Porter started cut is 
his usual swaggering manner, and before 
finding his p artn er, met Carmody, with 
whom he raised a quarrel. Very little 
passed between the two men. and every­ 
body present seemed greatly astonished 
when Porter pulled his pistol and bitore 
resistance could bo interposed shot his man 
down. 
The murder was, all agree, unprovoked 
and cowardly in tho extreme. 
The ball struck Carmody in a vital spot, 
and he was almost a dead man when he 
fell. Notwithstanding this terrible result 
of his work, Porter presented bis pistol 
a second time and was prepared to send an 
additional bullet through bis victim, when 
a policeman, who bad come up, interposed 
by knocking the desperado down and thu 
prevented his .committing further acts o* 
brutality. 
The pistol was wrenched from Porter's 
hand and he hurried off to the calaboose as 
rapidly as possible, followed by an angry 
and curious crowd. Tho populace at once 
became indignant and it was not difficult 
to see that unless affairs soon assumed a 
more favorable aspect for Porter, it was 
well for him to begin to make peace with 
bis Creator. 
This feeling against the murderer soon 
grew into a popular cry, and this time 
work was not confined to talk. As speed­ 
ily as was possible the citizens of the town 
•ad camp were called together and a hur­ 
ried consultation was held. 
What the re­ 
sult of the conference was, may be inferred 
from the fact that some fitly of the men 
engaged in it, proceeded directly to the 
place at which Porter was confined and 
hung him. 
When they arrived at the J iii they found 
Porter sullen and defiant. It was, of course 
no difficult matter to define the [purpose of 
the mob, and he prepared to stand bis 
ground. He had not been searched when 
caged, as was indicated by his drawing a 
long knife, which he plunged at one of the 
leading vigilantes, a man whom he did not 
like. The weapon failed to hit its mark, 
•od before he could strike another blow, a 
dozen strong hands had been laid upon 
him, and he was laft to plead for mercy at 
the hands of the mob. This be did not do 
to acy great extent, contenting himself 
with giving directions about the payment 
of his boarJ 
bill, 
and 
requesting 
that hts family 
should 
not know 
how 
he 
had 
come 
to 
' his 
death. Porter had two young sons here, 
and he particularly requested 
that all 
knowledge of the affiir should be kept 
from them, which was really an indication 
of feeling which it was not supposed that 
he possessed. 
The work was quickly done. Few words 
were laid and little time wasted. The rope 
was promptly placed about the neck of the 
murderer mid ho was led to the door of his 
prison. A projecting beam afforded 
a 
fastening, and over that the cord was 
thrown. He was then pulled up and the 


done, and Alma does not regret it. It was 
done openly and not nuder the cover of 
midnight. The best citizens of the place 
took part in the work, and they are sus­ 
tained by the community. There was 
not a drunken man present at the lynch­ 
ing; This Is the third shooting 
bere 
within the past few weeks, and this hang 
ing is only a warning tor no more, and the 
citizens intend to stand by it. 
Porter was an associate and partner of 
Na9b, who shot and wounded Dr. Breck­ 
inridge here in February. 
Carmody was a native of Ireland, an in ­ 
dustrious, bard working, respectable, citi­ 
zen, and very bighlv esteemed by his 
employers and friends. 
Porter was from Wisconsin, and leaves 
the two boys above spoken of to mourn 
his loss.
